Thirteen Metro!Is. a compara­ 
tively rare Confederate shell, ami 
23 Parrotts with their detonators 
removed ami cedar plugs inserted 
were uncovered early this month 
along tlw retreat route of Lee’s 
Army after the Battle of Get­ 
tysburg. 
It is theorized that the shells 
were left along a roadside when 
a caisson broke down ami later 
were buried by a farmer who 
feared the unexploded charges 
the shells contained.
